Dave, AL7JZ, and Kim, NL7PP 


David Evans, AL7JZ, is a geophysicist living in Anchorage, Alaska. In the late sixties, as a 
geodesist working for the Army, he was assigned to a satellite tracking station team of seven 
scientists who would spend six months on Pitcairn Island in the South Pacific. The expedition to 
Pitcairn included a full cargo load of electromic equipment, food, fuel, generators, and living 
quarters, all stuffed into an Air Force C-141 and flown to American Samoa. From there the team 
loaded everything onto a U.S. Army ship for a ten day trip to Pitcairn. 


Upon arrival, the ship was welcomed by the islanders, and each team member was taken into individ~ 
ual homes and well cared for until their camp was set up and operating. Of course, the Pitcairners 
helped by building a road to the highest point on the island, preparing the site, and hauling the 
equipment. After the station was fully operational, four team members returned to the states, leav~ 
ing three for the duration. The ship remuined for the entire period, steaming back and forth to 
Samoa with cargo and mail. Many Pitcairners enjoyed a free ride to Samoa and back as guests of a 
very friendly captain. 


‘The Islanders kept their homes open to all visitors and provided many home cooked meals and evenings 
of conversation. Contact back home for Dave was via Ham Radio. During his time on Pitcairn, 

Dave met and married one of the Island girls, Melva. He brought her back to the States via the Army 
strip (the captain had the first mate give up his quarters for the newlyweds). 


For the next twenty years, Dave and Melva lived in the Azores, California, Alaska, Tennessee, 
Colorado, back to Alaska, New Mexico, and back to Alaska. They had four children during these years. 
The family kept in contact with friends and relatives on Pitcairn via Ham Radio. Tom Christian, 
VR6IC, was the only ham on Pitcairn for many years. Dave was not a ham most of this time and had 

to rely on friends (mostly Tom's friends) to make contacts. Dave wanted his license for many years, 
but the code requirement stood in the way. He thought it would be too hard to even try. Finally, 
he decided to go for it. He took a ham class and studied the code faithfully for three months and 
earned his Advanced ticket directly—"Not so hard after all" Now Dave keeps regular weekly 
schedules with Pitcairn which now has several hams, including Tom, VR6IC; his wife Meralda, VRAMW: 
and several others. 


Tave's second daughter Kim recently spent six months on Pitcairn meeting all her relatives she had 
never known before. She kept in touch with home via ham radio. After her return she included 
ham radio in with her umiversity classes and now holds her General class license NL7PP. 


We once again wish to Thank Dave for the fine program on Pitcairn Island which he recently gave.

Dear Harvey, 

With all the media coverage of Panama recently, I thought 
you might be interested in a trip to Panama my wife and I made 
in 1976 to attend a "Ham" convention in Panama City. 

QST had full page ads in two issues in late 1975 and early 
1976 inviting hams of the U.S. to attend the annual meeting of 
FRACAP (Fraternity of Radio Amateurs of Central America and 
Panama) to be held in April of that year. 

We decided to go and made the requested arrangements. We 
were to fly Panamanian Airlines from Miami directly to Panama 
City on a specific day. 

When we boarded the flight we learned that there were about 
ten others from the U.S. on the plane. They included Vic Clark, 
1st Vice President of ARRL(later President); Jack Williamson and 
his wife from the Philadelphia area; a man and wife from 
Binghamton, N.Y., who manufactured radio parts; a couple from 
New Jersey, and others I have forgotten. Jack Williamson was 
retired from Barker & Williamson(B&W), manufacturers of coils 
and traps for many years, and I guess still in business. 

When we arrived in Panama City we were met by a delegation 
of the local radio club and whisked through Immigration and 
Customs without a stop. Here we met two or three couples from 
California who had arrived on another plane. After a 
celebration and group pictures taken, we were bussed to our 
hotel in town. 

The official start of the convention was to take place that 
evening in the Panamanian Legislative Hall at 7:00 PM. The U.S. 
delegation went to the hall just before seven and found the 
place empty. We learned that night that nothing ever starts on 
time in Latin America! Not even the President of Panama, who 
was slated to address the first session, had yet shown up. 
Finally, about 8:30 the proceedings started. 

The people of Panama were very friendly and hospitable, as 
were the people of the other Central American countries, with 
the exception of Nicaragua, who were rather rude to us from the 
U.S. There were amateurs from other countries besides those of 
Central America: Peru, Venezuela, Ecuador, Mexico, Spain and 
about forty from Medellin, Columbia, who were hosting the 
convention the following year. 

I had an Alaska call-sign(KL7HJS) at that time and many were 
interested in Alaska. 

We had to pay only our airfare, hotel(and what we lost in 
the casinos) while we were there. Everything else was picked up 
by the Convention Committee: Food, drinks, bus transportation, 
entertainment, etc. The Panamanian dictator, General Torijos, 
contributed $50,000 to the costs of the convention. 

Each evening one of the five Central American countries 
hosted a banquet and the great entertainment that followed. We 
were so pleased with the trip we hated to leave!
